A MAN of Honoury (I mean of true 
Honour^ for as to Falfey Gqd and Ourjehes 
know that there is by far too much amongft 
Us !) confider'd in this light, performs all 
his adions both in Public and Private Life 
with a peculiar grace and dignity of Beha- 
viour. It is this alone in High life, that 
makes glorious Princes, gallant Com- 
manders both by Sea and .Lnndy vigilant 
Magiftrates, and true Patriots : and, in 
the lower degrees of focial Life, indulgent 
Hufbands, tender Fathers, dutifull Chil- 
dren, affedlionate Friends, mercifuU hzTidL- 
'lord§ and Mafters, faithfull Tenents and 
Servants : and, in fhort, executes all the re- 
lative duties of Life with Juftice and Pro- 
priety. jTi^/f, is the true and real Virtue ; 
the. only juft foundation of all the honourable 
di/lindions of Men in all the different (la- 
tions in life. ^his. f^s even an Heathen 

coul(J[ 
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could obfervc, and very wifely and juftly 
too) is " the fok Title and true honour of 
Nobility:" whichj as Kings cannot give, (b 
they can't take away, 

Hence, Men, who havt been thus trufy 
great, by being truly good, have in all Ages 
and Countries, been wifely diftinguiflied by 
their Princes^ " by certain honourable 
** Titles zni'Enfigns of Dignity \^ and this 
has occafioned a fecond though improper 
fenfe of the Word Honour ^ which, by a 
moft fatal abufe of language, has almo/l 
fwallowed up the other^ 

True Honour is a moft noble and valu- 
able thing : and therefore the Word^ which 
•fignifys it, muft needs, at firft fight, fcem 
very plaufible ; but as a rich garment may 
be thrown over a difeq/'d Body -, fo a fa- 
fliionable and pompous Word may be put 
upon an Adion very undefer^ving of it, /^/r- 
tue zndi Honour are fuch infeparable Com- 
panions, that the very Heathens Tbemfehes 

would 
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would admit no Man into their " Tcmp^ 
*^ of Honour/'' who did not fir ft pafs to it 
through their temple of Virtue. -^Princes, 
indeed may beftow Honours^ \. e. TCitles^ or 
g^?tf^« of Honour : but it is a Man's own 
Fetfonal Merit and A<^ons that muft niake 
him " Right HonourabU'' 

And, therefore, what pretenfes can tag 
jnany of our " modern Fine Gentlemen, 
who call themfelves " Men op Honour, 
have to this noble^and exalted Charafter I 
and yet, Who is it, fo often, and loudly pre*^ 
tend to lay claim to it ? but the truth i$, 
the Natrte miift ferve fucb fort of Men in^ 
ftead of the* Thing: and hence, they are fo 
highly concerned about the 0^0^ becaufe they 
Hnow themfelves fo wholly void and dcfti-? 
tute of the other. If all /ufb Gentlemen, 
who are, iq general, Men of fenfe, learning, 
^nd a politp education, but unfortunately and 
unljappily fuffer Themfelves to be hurry *d 
^way by their Paflions, would but in their 
cool and fober hours confidcr, and yield to 
a little friendly advice, I would obferve to 
Tfhcm, *^ that a (juarrelfome, revengefuU 

ImoatiencQ 
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Impatiencci of e<'ery injury, or affront, (which 
is much oftcncr fuppofid than real) can not 
proceed from a fcnfc of true Honour ;'*. 
and for this plain reafon : becaufej*^ a fenfe 
t>f TRUE Honour cin never take away a 
fenfe of Religion.*' And that^ lam fure, 
if they will but look into the Bible^ teaches 
Us ^ quite different things; T^bat teaches a 
Man not to revenge a paultry, flanderous, or 
reproachful! Word, or exprefHon, but to 
be above it, and dejfife it. Hence, it was 
nobly fpoken by a famous Roman General of 
old, (whom We to mr great fhame ! call 
an Heathen) who, when hi was flander'd, 
did not *• fend a challenge,", but only cppl- 
ly rep!y*d, " that he neve? valued what Men 
** could fay of him ; for if They fpokc 
" true^ They^muft fpeak honourably of him : 
" iff^lfiy his Life and Converfauon (hould 
" fujfficiently confute them ;"'— and, indeed, 
it is a much truer and more noble vindica-^ 
tion of a Man's Honour^ to clear. off a flander 
by his own Life^ than by another Manx's 
-Death ; to make bis own Innocence and ^/V- 



tue his Defenders ; and not to ^bty but hf 
his Life to give a direft lye to the tongue 6f 
the flandercr ; and therefore^ this vile, ab- 
furd, and wicked Pradice of Duelling 
(whatever may be pretended in it's defenfe) 
can never proceed from a fenfe of true^ but 
False Honour I It is an open defyance 
and infult upon our Laws and Govern- 
ment, as if they either could not^ or would riot 
take notice of it. Such infernal pefls of Go* 
vernment, as the Duellist, caft a much 
deeper blot upon it by the Blood which they 
ftied, than it is poffible for T&em to wafh off 
with t^ieir own 1 

From what has been faid, then, there very 
plainly appears to be a real and necejfary di- 
flindtion between " A Man of Honoury\ 
and " A Person cJ Honour i" The Firft, 

is an inward^ real Charadler— The Laft, an 
outward^ Ji£litious one only. No one can 
juftly fuppofe that the Perfons of the Drama^ 
or Play^ are real Charafters, but only bor- 
rowed ones s 'We (hould, therefore, never,

Man ^ in his Time, as fuitable to Qxxxpnfent 
Subject, as any that can be found either in^ 
Ancient or. Modern Hiftory. This worthy 
'Nobleman *wa8 both A Solpier and a 
Christian; by his having a peculiar hap^ 
pineis in reconciling x\ie feeming Oppofifion 
between the two'Charaftcrs. He had a very 
fuperiour Command in the Ffencb Arnisy, and,' ^
